County Superintendent Blotter, of Doy 


lestown, has filed his annual report con 
cerning the condition of the public schools 
of the county. During the year the Sup- 
erintendent made 368 visits, inspecting 
each school. He also attended 38 educa- 
tional meetings. There are 247 schoo 
nouses, 213 of which are in good condition. 
The seating capacity of all is 11,137, but 
there are nine rooms which will not ac- 
commodate as many as desired., Two 01 
;he*e are in Warrlngton, and one each in 
Southampton, West BockhUl, Perkasie, 
New Britain, Milford, Langhorne and 
Sedminster. During the year two new 
rouses have been built There are 329 
schools in ail. The Bible is read in 
Three hundred and twenty-seven of the 
ichool rooms have suitable furniture and 
'our were supplied during the year. There 
are 111 graded 
schools. The higher 


tranches are taught in 19. 


Public examinations were held to "the 


number of 16 and provisional certificates 
were granted to 84, while professional cer- 
tificate* were rejected. 


101 male and 240 female teachers are 


employed, 64 of whom have had no pre- 
ions experience and 172 have taught 6 or 
more annual term*. The average age ol 
eachers is 28 years. 


Of the teachers employed 77' hold pro- 
islonal certificates; 49 have permanent 


certificates; 186 have graduated from a 
formal school, and 86 failed to piss such 
a course. Of the whole number 24 were 
educated in the common schools; 42 in 
academies or seminaries, and 4 are gadu- 
atea of colleges. 


Director* and controllers constituting 


ichool boards number 288. There are six 
women serving on the board*, 3 in Lang- 
horne Manor, one in Falls and two in At- 
leboro. 


There-are 12 academies, selminarlesand 


private schools in the county.

In Henor of • Br«»e Soldier. 


Gamp Egbert at Perkasie, this county, 


wan so named in honor of one of Penasyl 
vania's bravest uoliliers who lost hia life 
at Manila. 
. 


A monument has just been completed 


to mark the spot where Ool.' Egbert fel 
while leading his regiment in that famous 
charge on the trenuhes before Malinta, in 
March, 18»9. Several memorials have 
been erected by tho United States in honor 
of that intrepid and popular soldier, bu 
none so fitting as this. It consists of or 
dinance captured from the enemy. 


The largest cannon taken by or troopi 


from the insurgents, and incidentally one 
used to defend the American advance on 
Malolos, stands with its breech skyward 
and muzzle in the ground, the "reverse 
arms" compliment to the dead. Sur- 
rounding the base of this gun are four 
thirteon-inch shells taken from the same 
enemy. 
The gun is an eight inch steel Krupp 


cannon, weighing 5,780 pounds, once a 
piece of Spanish ordinance, but later used 
by the Filipinos. Two-thirds of this can- 
non are below the base and , embedded in 
the ground. The base itself reaches to the 
trunione, and is made of Mariveles etone, 
covered with a cement coat painted white. 
The thirteen-inoh shells adorn each of the 
four corners of this base and like the gun 
itself are enameled black. 
Just below 


the vent of the gnn is fastened a brass 
plate, lacquered for preservaton, bearing 
this inscription: 


In memory of 


Ool. Harry Olay Egbert, U. S. Army, 
brigadier general, 0. 8. Volunteers, 


who was mortally wounded 


on this spot 


while leading his regiment, 


the 22d CJ. S. Infantry, 


26 March, 1899. 


The above date is the exact time of the 


fatality, though the great monument 
erected to <jol. Egbert's memory at Fort 
Thomas, Kentucky, gives it as March 
25th, as also the memorial tower at the 
University ol Pennsylvania. 


The Malinta monument stands on the 


exact spot where Ool. Eg beat fell—about 
a mile this side of Malinta and 200 yards 
south of the railroad. The spot wan in- 
dentified by Maj. Kulp, of Wilkesbarre, 
Pn., surgeon U. S. V., who was talking 
with Ool. Egbert at the time he was shot. 
Maj. Kulp is responsible lor the erection 
of the monument and has used creat en- 
ergy to have this memorial placed before 
he went home, and the spot could be 
forgotten. Maj. Cruse, the depot quar- 
termaster, volunteered all the assistance 
in his power, and after the ordna nee was 
obtained from tho arsenal Mr. McOheeney, 
the master mechanics of the Q. M. Shops. 
looK charge of ittt preparation and flna 1 
erection. 


As the land where the monument was to 


be erected was claimed both by the church 
and railway company, Mnj. Kulp secured 
the permission of the archbishop and the 
railway manager to insure the monument 
in the event of future disputes. 


With papers showing this, and others 


Maj. Curie promising to supply the stone 
and cement, and the guarantee of the or- 
dnance department; Maj. Kulp applied to 
Gen. MoArthur for authority to build the 
memorial, which was completed 'recently 
after three months spent in prepar- 
ing it. 
Col. Egbert WHS mortally wounded while 


leading his men in person, under a Berce 
fire, in a charge on the defenses of Malin- 
ta. He died like a hero; without com- 
plaint, while on the way to Manila. Noi' 
was it the first time this veteran had been 
bullet struck. Once in the Civil war and 
again Cuba was not enough to daunt him 
in his duty under a leaden ball.

Dlo Cas- 
sius also speaks of him as the "first" 
to wear a beard. He is not the first 
emperor whose bust shows him to have • 
allowed the hair upon his face to grow, 
but he is the first one represented as 
wearing a full beard. Evidently, there- 
fore, Hadrian did not Introduce beards, 
but only the custom of wearing them 
long and full. 


On Trajan's column there is a repre- 


sentation of the emperor sacrificing at 
an altar. Many of tbe men who ap- 
pear In the scene are bearded, but by 
no means all of them. Again, we find 
a scene wherein the seated emperor Is 
surrounded -by attendants, some of 
whom are bearded. In still another 
group Trajan Is standing with a roll 
in his hand, addressing his men, and 
again we see both bearded and beard- 
less men among those who stand before 
him. 


On the rectangular reliefs of the arch 


of Constantino we find that the meii 
accompanying Trajan are bearded even 
when he and they are clad in the toga. 
The arch at Beneventum shows in the 
same group lie tors and comites both as 
bearded and beardless.—American Jour- 
nal of Archeology.

A cat of fancy breed, as Mal- 
tese, Angora, coon cut or Manx, is a 
possession more fashionable than pre- 
cious. Each and several, they are, no 
end decorative, but In affection, "Intel- 
ligence and playfulness they rank be- 
low their black, gray, tiger marked 
and tortoise shell'brethren.

White cats are in general more say- 


age and less Intelligent than gray or 
tortoise-sheik Many of them have blue 
eyes, and all such are said to be stone 
deaf; hence they are less desirable In 
the house. Unlike dogs, cats require 
to have their meat raw, but they must 
not have too much of It 
Milk should 


constitute at least a third of their food. 
Grumble stale bread In the milk and 
now and again beat up a raw egg in It 
A bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
or a flsh bead Is meat enough for a 
day's 'ration. Supplement It with milk 
and bread or milk and mashed pota- 
toes, * cracker or two or a bit of hard 
bread lightly buttered and a few small 
bones, as from chicken, game or chops. 


Cats as well as dogs suffer a plague 


of fleas. Oddly enough, cat fleas are 
unlike dog fleas, and If the two sorts 
of Insects meet upon one poor beast 
there is a flgbt to a finish, ending com- 
monly In victory, for the cat fleas, which 
are much bigger and more voracious 
than those found on the dog. If left 
to ravage unchecked, they soon reduce 
a sleek, healthy cat to a miserable skel- 
eton, suffering all over from eczema. 
. To get rid of the fleas wash with sul- 
phur soap—any good brand which the 
nearest shop affords—comb out the fleas 
with a fine tooth comb while the hah; 
1s-still wet then rinse the cat well In 
milk warm water, dry it with soft tow- 
els and give It after the bath a saucer 
of warm milk with a teaspoonful of 
brandy or whisky In It 
A kitten 


should have only a few drops of spir- 
its and be kept snug in a clean basket 
an hour after the bath. 


When the hair Is very dry, blow in 


all along the backbone some sort of 
good fine Insect powder, either lark- 
spur or pyrethrum. Rub behind the 
ears 'with the sulphur ointment direct- 
ed for dogs. Next day brush out all 
the powder with a tine, close brush, 
comb the coat lightly, then part it 
along tbe backbone and rub with the 
sulphur ointment 


For mange rub all over with the sul- 


phur ointment Keep tbe cat confined 
so it cannot lie In tbe dirt and after 24 
hours wash it well in hot soapsuds- 
Just comfortably hot, not scalding- 
rinse dry and'leave alone. In three 
days, If the mange persists, repeat the 
ointment and after the treatment give 
the cat plenty of catnip, either green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet Catnip 
indeed ought to be given always twice 
a week. 
Burn jufeeted bedding and 


fumigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
them well In bichloride of mercury. 
Let them stand six hours after wash- 
ing, then scald plentifully with boiling 
water and dry well before,letting the 
cat sleep to them again.—Washington 
Star.

After a lingering illness Thomas L. Lee- 


dom, president of the Thomas L. Leedom 
Co., carpet manufacturers of Bristol, died 
at his Bummer home at Lansdowne on 
Friday.

Mr. Leedom was born at Kewtown, 


Bucks county, Pa., March 27, 1828. Anxi- 
ous for a merchantile career^ he left the 
home of his father, Charles Leedom, at 
Newtown, for the West in the spring of 
1850, and obtained a clerkship with John 
Sbelito A Co., of Cincinnati. Later; he 
was made manager of the carpet depart- 
ment, and finally obtained an interest in 
the firm. He came to Philadelphia in 
1866 and became associated with Aaron 
Shaw, and in September of that year they, 
started in the retail carpet business at 910 
Arch street, as Leedom. & Shaw. In the 
latter part of 1866 the firm started the 
jobbing business at 636 .Mark et street. 
Robert Stewart and Arthur Stewart, who 
were manufacturers, joined the firm Jan- 
uary 1, 1870, and made it a manufacturing 
and jobbing house, the style of the firm 
changing to Leedom, Shaw & Stewart. In 
1876 Shaw and the two Stewarts retired 
from the firm, which was then changed to 
Thomas L. Leedom & Co., oarryina on the 
manufacturing business exclusively 
at

Howard itreet, Kensington. 
The 


firm moved to Bristol in 1886, and has 
•ince then manufactured carpets and rugs. 


Thomas L. Leedom was a lifelong Re- 


publican, and a member of the Union 
League. His active business life covered 
a period of fifty years.

• Tbe business of registering trademark* 
him become a moat Important tc.iugtry. 
There wa.t a time, * comparative!./ tew 
year* ago, when tike question of protect- 
ing trademark* did not enter Into tbe 
commercial value-of the articles involved 
ai It does oow. This is due to the enor- 
mous inciease In advertising of health 
foods, corral*, patent medicine* aud ath- 
letic novelties. The tariff of charge* for 
registering trademark* In the various 
countries teems in some Instances to be 
bnsod upon the idea that authorized la- 
bels and Die like are as much a luxury a* 
a coach nod four. In Zululnnd, Pern, 
Uruguay, Hongkong and Granada the 
tariff fixed by .law for each trademark is 
$140 in gold, ihe highest on the entire 
listIn this country trademarks are filed 
with the patent'.office,; and the price for 
registering one is $55, which is the lowest 
rate charged anywhere. Canada charges 
only $60'Vor a general or a special trade- 
mark. There are some countries in Eu- 
rope that demand $100 for registering a' 
trademark, but in Great Britain. Ger- 
many, Austria, France and Spain the fee 
in each case is $75. This is ihe rate ask- 
ed In the mnjorityof the English colo- 
nies. Including New South Wales nnd 
New Zealand, bat In Cape Colony it is' 
$115 and in South Africa $135. The lat- 
ter price h also demanded io Costa "Rica. 
Some of tlte bargain counter sale* of reg- 
istry for trademarks are obtainable In 
the Leeward Island*, Jamaica, British 
Guiana, Mauritius, Argentine Republic, 
Bolivia, Chile, Guatemala, Sierra Leone 
and Bulgaria, each of which charges 
$115. Li i tie Vonesuela is content with 
$100 for the privilege of recording the 
existence of a .patent label. 


There are thousands of-trademarks that 


are nevet heard of by the great musses, 
because they are not properly advertised. 
The majority of trademark lawyers real- 
ize big profit* fighting infringements of 
private marks rather than in registering 
new one*. One ot them has just settled 
a case that was in the courts for four, 
years. The single word "favorite" was 
at Issue, aad the courts have decided that 
there 1* no exclusive proprietary right in 
the word as tt trademark. One of the 
most successful lawyers, who represents 
the interests of a big cereal firm and a 
cracker establishment as well, soys that 
It cost* more than $15,000 annually to 
protect hi* cliests 'rom those who twist 
the names of brauds in every conceivable 
way.

A fam'ona wild animal trainer, who by, 


virtue of manj years experience hi hon- 
Jllng wild animals ha* come to be a sort 
at adviser and coach of animal trainers, 
cay* that In a very large percentage of 
cases Injuries suffered from trained ani- 
mals are the fault of tbe trainer. 


"Inexperience and carelessness are the 


great factors In accidents of this kind," 
Bays the trainer. "Tbe average young 
trainer I* too likely to forget that every 
one of the big cat* has five months, M 
one may say— one In his head and four 
more at tbe ends of bis paws— and. each of 
those mouths is capable of Inflicting ter- 
rible injury. However, we do not place 
an animal in tbe list of bad animals un- 
less be makes a direct and full attack. 
Striking at the trainer with the paw* 
amounts to little; it may be even acci- 
dental. It Is the upring that connts.- 
, "Every trainer expects to be clawed 
somewhat It may lay him up for awhile, 
but he doesn't lay it up against the 
'beasts. The trainer's own arms, legs, 
breast and back are elaborately tattooed 
with testimonials from his feline friends 
of past years. But the beast that spring* 
must be beaten into submission, or the 
trainer must escape from the cage a* 
soon as possible. If the animal really 
means business. It is the man's part to 
get out, for no man can stand against the 
strength of a lion or tiger or the wonder- 
ful agility of a leopard. 


"The best defense against a charging 


lion or tiger if one" has only a club is to 
strike the animal on the nose, hitting np 
from under, but this is by no means an 
easy thing to do, as the creature will 
dodge and block with a degree of skill 
that would Jo credit to a champion of 
the ring. Meantime, however, the man 
can have been edging into a position 
favorable to escape. The felines jump 
for the throat, and an agile man If ho 
sees that the animal Is going to leap can 
avoid tbe onset and get In a blow that 
may send his assailant cringing to the 
other end of the cage. 


"No man who is not agile has any busi- 


ness with these brutes.- If knocked down, 
the man'* only chance is to struggle to 
the bars and raise himself, for on bis 
feet he has a chance of controlling tbe 
animals; down, he is completely at their 
mercy, and they have no fear or respect 
for him. The minute his body teaches 
the floor be ceases to be the master. 


"A number of bad accidents that have 


come under my notice have been ascriba- 
ble to drunkenness on tbe part of the vic- 
tims. A half drunken fellow goes -Into 
the cage with a desire to show off his 
mastery over the nnirnals and, cursing 
and swearing at them, puts them through 
their paces without let np. Every ani- 
mal knows when he is -being overworked, 
'and there is nothing he resents more bit- 
terly. 
The animals endure being 'put 


upon' for a time; then the first thing the 
trainer knows one of them has him 
pinned, and If he gets out alive it IB 
more than he deserves. 


"One must bear constantly In mind 


the possible effect of his course of action 
upon tbe anlmo4B be is handling and the 
construction which their reasoning or in- 
stinct or whatever you choose to call it 
Is likely to put upon his acts. 


"1 bad a severe illustration of that in 


Kansas City. Owing to an error on the 
'part of tbe -workmen Mme. Pianska's 
large cage was misplaced, and I found 
that her lions would have to perform in 
a similar one. This change of stage set- 
ting is on.e of the things thai performing 
animals particularly bate, and she bad a 
good deal of trouble. 
'"Finally she got' them all working in 


the smaller cage except one lioness, usual- 
ly a good subject, who chanced to be 
sulky that day. Coaxing wouldn't move 
her, BO I was appealed to and went into 
the cage. After some difficulty I got her 
majesty to go over her jumps all right, 
and 1 kept her hustling around tbe ring 
pretty lively to take some of the temper 
out of her. 


"In my hand I held a riding whip, and 


just for a tlourish 1 tapped it smartly on 
the ground. There was no sense in the 
action, and if I had thought twice 1 
wouldn't have done It. Twenty feet 'away 
from me, near Mine. Pianka, the lioness' 
mate was standing, watching me with 
dubious eyes. Probably be thought when 
I tapped the whip on the ground that I 
was laying It on tbe lioness. Anyway 
he covered the 20 feet In one bound and 
pinned me through the fleshy part of the 
thigh. 


"Down I went. The lion picked me np 


and carried me over to Mme. Pianka for 
her approval. She had in her hand the 
revolver which she uses in her act, and 
she Bred the blank charge close to the 
lion's1 ear, at the same time catching him 
around the neck. 


"That was one of the pose? In his act, 


and fortunately it caught his mind, and 
the force of habit brought him to Instant 
obedience. He relaxed his bold, giving 
me a chance to'get to my feet, and I ran 
him around tbe cage three or four times 
just to show him I was still master and 
then went to bed. 
Tbe teeth hadn't 


touched the bone, and I was up and 
around In three weeks. 
By the way, 


there Is nothing In that theory that a 
Dun's bite Is poisonous. I have been bit- 
ten seven times by felines, and the

The special attraction .in the c**e of 


Catholic churches 1* Mid to be the fin* 
music which usually attend* the celebra- 
tion of • solemn high maw for the renoe* 
of the soul of the dead. Where the serv- 
ices of more than two clergymen are em- 
ployed the attraction I* all toe greater, 
the undertakers say. 


"It U rapidly becoming the popular 


thing," (aid one of the latter. "I thought 
it odd at first and wondered how tt was 
that the same faces were to be seen at *o 
many church funeral*. I made Inquiries 
and learned that a number of women 
make it a rale to scan the death column* 
every morning to pick Out what promise* 
to be a fashionable funeral service. 


"Some of them go over to Brooklyn and 


Jersey even to satisfy their craving for 
pomp and sweet music. Tbe mere -fact 
that in many church funerals a card of 
admission i* required doe* not seem to 
keep them away cither. The sexton of 
one of the biggest churches on Fifth ave- 
nue told me that he knew more than 600 
women who make a practice of attend- 
ing church funerals. He added that It 
would be impossible almost to drag these 
lame women to a -church wedding, There 
Is something so magnetic In church funer- 
als as to.be simply irresistible, to them. 
Why it is so 1 can't say." 


The pastor of one of the biggest church- 


es In Brooklyn was asked to give an opin- 
ion as to the influence which induces wo- 
men to attend church funeral* indiscrimi- 
nately, and he replied that It was a weak- 
ness to see and be seen rather than any 
desire to listen to tbe organ and the choir 
during service. 


"I have noticed," said this clergyman, 


"that some of these women attire them- 
selves in mourning whenever they attend 
services of this kind, regardless of the 
fact that they may have bad no acquaint- 
ance with 'the deceased or his family. I 
have *een these women in the most gaudy 
frocks in the afternoon after the funeral 
Bet-vices in the morning. It Is just a wo- 
man's idea about keeping her mind amu*> 
ed, I suppose, though I must say It Is 
stretching the imagination a long way. 
Huno'reds now go to church funeral* five 
or more time* a week, and It Is my candid 
-opinion that they could not be dragged to 
church for any other purpose."— New
